"The only way they can step up 


production is through upgrading, 
education, training, improvement 
of skills and knowledge. We must 
train existing workers to take on 
extra duties and bigger responsi- 
bilities, and we must train new 
workers to step in." 


It is in this training phase that

Most of the colleges with extension 
courses already give some training 
in various aspects of industrial 
work.

"Industry, itself, knows what it 


needs. We don't. But we have the 
know-how and facilities to pro- 
duce the precise type of employe 
that industry is looking for," Dr.

The plan calls for close coopera- 


tion with industrial trade associa- 
tions. These associations, in every 
field of industrial endeavor, are 
the spokesmen for all America's 
plants and shops.

Already, 326 associations, in 


fields ranging from librarians to 
scrap iron and steel, cooperate 
with AUEC member colleges in 
producing courses tuned to indus- 
try's needs. More have indicated 
they'd like to help with future 
courses, as defense production 
grows. 


As outlined by Dr. Love, here's 


how the educational program for 
industrial defense will operate: 


Suppose (as'is actually the case) 


there is a shortage of trained fore- 
men in steel fabricating plants. 
The trade association involved will 
contact AUEC or a member col- 
lege. Or any industry can get in 
touch with the association and 
work out a needed course directly. 


Together, the industrial men and 


the educational experts will work 
out a course plan. Possibly the 
teachers will be drawn from in- 
.dustry itself. Dr. Love thinks men 
with actual experience do a good 
job in the classroom.

attend on company time. There's 
plenty of incentive for them to 
come voluntarily; for one thing, 
if there's a wage freeze, the only 
chance they'll have of better pay 
will be upgrading.

The 49-year-old French leader 


shook hands warmly with the 
president and said: 


Will Always Remember 


"I am looking forward to the 


conversations with you which be- 
gin today. I shall always remem- 
ber what the United States did 
for France during the last war." 


Trurnan replied: 
"I am pleased to welcome you. 


I hope you will have a pleasant 
and profitable visit. We are all 
friends of France here in the Unit- 
ed States. 
We hope to impress 


upon you during your stay we are 
the real friends of France." 


On arriving in New York yester- 


day by plane from Paris, the 
"French premier said the "great 
purpose" of his visit to make the 
"cooperation between the United 
States and France even closer than 
it is m every field within the At- 
Inatic pact." 


He added that many questions 


raised by the rearmament program 
require that the heads of govern- 
ment "exchange points of view and 
thereby secure a greater harmony 
of effort." 


Pleven said there was no inten-

Largest Children's Hospital 
Has Stroller Parking Lot 


JUST FOR CHILDREN is this new Toronto hospital. Everything 
for the comfort of youthful patients is included in the structure. 


By JAMES MONTAGXES 


TORONTO—The world's largest 


hospital just for children—"where 
no child knocks in vain"—is ready 
to open the doors of its new $12,- 
500,000 building for its first 400 
new patients. 


The 14-story building was de- 


signed like a Lilliputian city as 
new headquarters for the To- 
ronto Hosptal for Sick Children, 
whose patients have come from 
all over the world since it began 
75 years ago. 


There is-even an indoor park- 


ing lot—with attendant—for baby 
carriages for the younger patients 
who arrive on wheels. About the 
only facility not on a junior level 
are the light switches. They have 
been deliberately put at a higher 
than usual level so juvenile hands 
can't play with them. 


The whole ground floor of the 


building is devoted to clinics, since 
the hospital has the largest out- 
patient clientele of any hospital 
for children. In the crowded old 
building the new structure re- 
places, 70,000 out-patients were 
treated last year. 
* * * 


Much of the equipment in the 


new hospital was designed espe- 
cially by the staff. 
A portable 


ambulance for prematurely born 
babies contains a 
compartment 


for hot water which is warmed 


up as soon as physician or nurse 
phones that the ambulance is 
needed. 
The ambulance has a 


little crib and blankets, a ther- 
mometer to tell the heat of the 
box, 
and a screened ventilating 


outlet so the baby can breathe 
as soon as it is placed in the box 
and the lid has been closed. 


The hospital has its own bath- 


ing pool with a hydraulic eleva- 
tor to allow paralyzed children 
to receive therapeutic treatments, 
and another arm-high pool for 
exercise of paralyzed arms. 


In the infant wards and infec- 


tious disease wards there are 
ultra violet ray light barriers to 
ensure full protection 
for 
the 


children. 


There are special soundproof 


rooms for treatment of the deaf. 
And there are playrooms for the 
convalescents. 
Baths 
are 
on 


pedestals to enable the nurses to 
better help the young 
patients, 


and toilets and washbasins for 
pre-school age patients are made 
in Lilliputian size and 
at 
the 


right height for their use. There 
is even a toy shop. 


The hospital has 632 hospital 


beds, varying from tiny cribs for 
infants to those for older boys 
and girls to about 14 years of 
age. 
Visitors to children under 


two years of age will only be 
able to see the patients from be- 
hind glass walls.

3:45 a. m., and all trains were 
halted 10 minutes earlier. 
The 


road operates more than 100 com- 
muter trains each week day. 


"Not a wheel is moving," Flan- 


nigan said at 4 a. m. He said the 
last train to make a run had left 
Chicago at 2:35 a. m., and arrived 
in Wheaton at 3:30 a. m. 


"No passengers or freight trains 


are moving," Flannigan said. Ev- 
erything is shut down." 


The unions—the ^FL clerks, 


telegraphers and signalmen—had 
met with railroad representatives 
tor several hours without reaching 
an agreement. 
The unions had 


asked 48 hours pay for 40 hours 
work. Current wage scales were 
not available.

"We offered them everything we

New Anti-Subversion Board Is 


Better Late Than Never 


When Senator McCarthy of'Wisconsin was pressing his 


charges of communism La government, many responsible 
men in and out of congress urged that the inquiry be trans- 
ferred from a senate committee to an independent, non-par- 
tisan commission. 


Many months later, President Truman has now created 


such a commission—a nine-member board to be headed by 
Adm. Chester Nimitz. The delay is not surprising, since the 
E 


-esident seldom yields to pressure demands while the heat 
on. 


The American concerned for the safety of his country 


and the inviolability of his rights surely may wish this com- 
mission had been at work long ago. For much damage has 
been done in recent years by reckless, ill-founded charges 
against individuals. And one can only guess at the under- 
mining of U. S. security which may be taking place con- 
stantly as result of our ineffective checks on spying and 
subversion. 
a 


Mr. Truman's grant of authority to the new commission 


appears broad enough to handle it to do a competent job. 


The group, to be composed of qualified educators, law- 


yers and others with experience in security and civil rights, 
will canvass all our laws against treason, espionage, sabotage 
and other matters affecting internal security. Where they 
are not. adequate, the commission is called upon to recom- 
mend new laws to give us proper protection. 


Had such a study been made a year or two back, con- 


gress could have acted to combat subversion much more 
wisely than it seems to have done in the Anti-Subversion Act 
sponsored by Senator McCarran and others. 


The commission also will examine the government's se- 


curity and loyalty programs to measure their value and fair- 
ness. Here the group will be invading the field explored 
so vigorously last year by McCarthy. To do its chore thor- 
oughly, Mr. Truman will allow the commission to delve 
into individual case files held secret by loyalty and security 
officials. 


Since the members presumably will be high-minded, pa- 


triotic citizens, their report on this phase of U. S. security 
may well prove to be the final, definite one on the extent of 
disloyality and espionage in government departments. 


It is significant, too, that their work is not to be one- 


sided. Security means restrictions, and restrictions impinge 
upon personal liberties. We must strive always to maintain 
the necessary balance between security and freedom, if we 
are not to lose our reason for fighting tyranny. 


The commission is asked to consider the need for "pro- 


tecting individuals from unwarranted attacks and unwar- 
ranted infringement of their rights and liberties in the name 
of security." 


No group of Americans ever had a more delicate task 


than guiding us toward an attainment of that vital balance. 
May it undertake its work completely sensible of its heavy 
responsibilities.

CANASTA 
JACOBY ON 
Copy Discards to Your Right 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"A good player recently told me 


that your first discards in a hand 
of Canasta should match those of 
the player at your right," relates 
a Houston reader. "I don't under- 
stand this. I can understand 
copying,the discards of the player 
at your left, but I don't see that 
the other opponent's plays have 
anything to do with the matter. 


"Is .there any sense at all in 


what I was told?" 


Yes. In general the' advice was 


perfectly sound. 


Suppose, for example, that the 


first discard of the player at your 
right is a Jack. • If you do not 
take that Jack, there is some rea- 
son for everybody else to suspect 
that you don't have a pair of jacks 
in your hand. 


This is not, of course, an open- 


and-shut case. 
You might have 


a pair of jacks and be unwilling 
to take a very small discard pile. 
Or you might have a pair of jacks 
and be unable to make the mini- 
mum count. However,, the play- 
er at your right would still have 
more reason to believe that you 
are short of anything else. 


Now, 
suppose that you refuse 


to take the jack and that you 
draw from the stock and discard 
a Jack of your own. What infor- 
mation have you given the player 
at your right? 


None at all. 
He knew (or 


suspected) that you were short of 
acks. 
Your discard tells him 


nothing new. 


The chances are that the player 


at your right threw an odd jack 
and that he now has no further 
jacks in his hand. At his nex 
turn, therefore, he will have to 
pick a brand new discard with no 
information to help him. 


Now go back to your discard 


Instead of discarding a Jack, sup- 
pose you throw a queen. 


This tells the player at your 


right that you are probably shor 
of queens. You may be trapping 
of course, but that's another story 
If • your discard is "honest," you 
are short queens. 


At his next turn to discard, the 


player at your right can probably 
get away with another jack or 
queen. He knows more about your 
hand than he would have known 
if you had simply matched his 
Jack. 


It must be admitted that it is 


slightly safer to match the dis 
cards of the player at your left. 
However, little is lost if the dis 
card pile is picked up on the first 
or second round of play. 


By the time the third round 


rolls around, you may stop copy- 
ing the player at your right. The 
time has then come to concentrate 
on safety.

It has 
become a white-washing agency 
partly engaged in "clearing" per- 
sons who had been listed in the 
records with their dubious or guil- 
ty association^ written against 
their names. The purpose of a 
congressional inquiry is to obtain 
information of value to congress 
as guidance in passing legislation. 
In this case, the legislation was to 
be designed to prevent treason, 
catch traitors and foreign spies, 
prescribe punishments and plug 
loopholes in the old laws.

"For the past ten years," one of 


my correspondents writes, "I have 
had prostate' gland trouble which 
seems to be getting no better. I 
have read that people can be 
given new organs for their bodies 
and wondered if I could not get 
a new prostate gland." 


I wish I could answer "Yes," 


but unfortunately it seems most 
unlikely that this request can ever 
be gratified—at least not for a 
long time. 


Now, the prostate gland is a. sex 


gland which lies at the neck or 
outlet of the bladder. In the later 
years of life It olten grows bigger 
and thicker. If it enlarges too 
much, it interferes with the free 
flow of urine and completely emp- 
tying of the bladder. Getting up 
at night is often one of the first 
signs of en'argement. 


Delay or difficulty in beginning 


urination is common at first. This 
tends to increase 
slowly. The 


bladder wall gradually thickens 
and is, therefore, able to hold less 
urine and thus the desire to urin- 
ate comes more and more often, 
setting up a sort of vicious circle. 


The pain, irritation, and local 


discomfort caused by enlargement 
of the prostate vary from person 
to person. The sleep can be dis- 
turbed. There is also a possibil- 
ity of developing kidney trouble 
because of the back pressure from 
the unne in the bladder. 


A man with an enlarged pros- 


tate may suddenly find that he is 
not able to urinate at all. If this 
happens the bladder must be emp- 
tied through a tube, 
called 
a 


Gatherer, which is passed into the 
bladder. The symptoms of acute 
inability to urinate can be relieved 
in this way but only for a while. 
SURGERY USED 


The complications of an enlarge- 


ment of the prostate gland can 
be 
serious. 
Those 
who have 


symptoms 
should 
not 
neglect 


them until serious harm to the 
kidneys or the bladder itself has 
boen done. 


Perhaps sometime a method will 


be discovered of preventing pros- 
tate enlargement or of treating it 
with hormones or drugs. Although 
studies along these lines have been 
made, at present surgery is usu- 
ally the best method of treat- 
ment 


There are several different and 


good methods of operating on the 
prostate gland aimed at removing 
some of the excess tissue and re- 
lieving the symptoms 
The choice 


of what particular method is to be 
used must, of course, be left to 
the decision of the surgeon. But 
no surgeon can be expected to 
supply a new prostate.

Lt. Gov. Dixon 
Talks Veterans 
For Club Women 


DIXON EVENING TELEGRAPH 


Lt Gov Sherwood Dixon gave a 


most interesting account of bene- 
fits received by veterans when he 
addressed the 
Dixon Woman's 


Club Saturday. He was introduced 
by Mrs. Mary Riordaa, program 
chairman for Veterans and Trail 
Rangers, who gave a summary of 
his service record. 
He was a 


veteran of both World War I and 
n, retiring from his last post only 
last December. His long service 
has made him quite familiar with 
the problems of veterans and 
What is being done about them. 


He opened his talk on "Problems 


of Our Veterans" by telling of his 
own enlistment in May, 1917. He 
said that he feels the people have 
solved most of the problems of our 
veterans. He proceeded to out- 
line the history of veteran's bene- 
fits from the time of the Revolu- 
tionary War up to the 
present 


time. The veterans of the Revolu- 
tion were given 
land grants 


amounting to 160 acres. This 
served two purposes: it settled 
the -country and also compensated 
the veteran. In 1812 the same 
system was followed. He told of 
how proof of this could be found 
by reading 
abstracts of farm 


lands surrounding Dixon. In the 
war of 1812, veterans were still 
receiving no pensions. 


The Lt. Gov. told of how Civil 


War veterans began 
to 
form 


societies which became a potent 


' factor in the government. They 


were the first t& receive pensions 


. and their widows and orphans 


went on receiving pensions after 
then- deaths. Spanish War vet- 
erans were given land grants, but 
there was less opportunity to use 
them by that tune as most of the 
land had been taken up. World 
War I veterans were given some 
land grants but as the land dis- 
appeared the bonus idea gradually 
took its place. At this point he 
reminisced on how he had used 


> the $60 which was the amount of 


the first Federal bonus. He said 
between trains in Chicago he 
went over to Marshall Fields and 
bought a pin-striped suit which 
cost him all of the ?60. When he 
arrived home he felt very fortunate 
that he had bought the suit be- 
cause in his absence his brothers 
had worn out all of his civilian 
clothes. 


After World War II the handling 


«f veterans' rights became so big 
that It required several bureaus 
to handle them thus Veterans 
Administration was formed. This 
administration looks over all the 
affairs of the veterans of all wars. 
He traced the progress of medical 
attention given veterans. 


Inl9 45 the Serviceman's Read- 


justment Act was passed provid- 
ing unemployment compensation 
for one year, college education 
was allowed for, and loan privi- 
leges such as the right to bor- 
row 50% of the amount needed to 
buy a home at a low rate of 
interest. He pointed out how the 
GI loan had turned 
out well 


•specially in our own city. About 
91,000,000 has been loaned out 
here in Dixon by the banks and 
the Building and Loan Association 
to Gto. In answer to questions the 
Lt Gov. said he didn't think there

Life Expectation 
Of Wage Earners 
Now at 68.2 Years 


NEW YORK, N. Y.—The expecta- 
tion of life at birth among Ameri- 
can wage earners and their fami- 
lies rose to an all-time high of 68.2 
years in 1950, according to Dr. 
Louis L Dublin, chief statistician 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company. This is a half year high- 
er than in 1949. The expectation 
of life has increased 21% years in 
the past four decades and has 
doubled in little more than two 
generations. 


Progress in extending the ave- 


rage length of life has been more 
rapid in the industrial population 
than in the population as a whole. 
Forty years ago the expectation 
of life at birth among the indus- 
trial policyholders of the Metro- 
politan was about 6% years less 
than in the general population of 
the United States whereas now the 
figures are practically the same 
for both groups. 


Dr. Dublin'attributes the gains 


in longevity to advances in medical 
science and public health adminis- 
tration, and to rising standard of 
living which has particularly fav- 
ored the industrial population.

placing you. A well-considered, 
well-administered plan sometimes 
can make all the difference. 


Programs Under Way 


Many companies have 
such 


programs well under way, already 
know what men they are in danger 
pf losing, and can act quickly 
when an employe is called up. 
Some report that this forehand- 
ness has shown good results in 
getting deferments of key men, 
so that their company's opera* 
tions are not hamstrung. 


But most say they are using 


this sparingly so far, preferring 
not to wear out their welcome with 
draft boards and the military 
at this stage. 


Here's how some companies are 


handling the mechanics of 
the 


problem: All stress that they make 
absolutely sure first that the man 
is essential and cannot be re- 
placed. 


GE: 'Be Honest' 


General Electric requires that 


all deferment requests be cleared 
through GE's corporate 
affairs 


department. 
It lays down the 


rule: 


"Be honest, rigidly 
honest; 


suspicions that the company is 
trying to horde manpower can 
eliminate any adequate considera- 
tion of deferment requests sub- 
mitted in the future." 


Ford Motor Co. uses a state 


plan for 
handling 
deferments, 


rather than strict centralization. 
In each state in which it 
baa 


activities—which includes most of 
them—there is a state deferment 
coordinator. 


York Corporation, which makes 


air-conditioning and refrigeration 
units at York, Pa.', routes all de- 
ferment requests through the in- 
dustrial relations manager. 


P. H. Hood and Sons, distribu- 


tors of milk and dairy products in 
New England, makes few defer- 
ment requests, and only 
after 


finding it impossible to replace 
the man—even looking into the 
chances of using a woman in his 
place. 


Trans World Airlines has made 


few deferment requests yet and 
will ask "only for the length of 
time necessary to train and qualify 
replacements.

It gave the government power 


to control the flow of materials 
needed for defense and power to 
control prices and wages. 


To carry it out, President Tru- 


man created the OPS (Office of 
Pnce Stabilization) and the WSB 
(Wage Stabiliaztion Board.) 


The price-wage freeze imposed 


by OPS and WSB Friday night 
was only temporary. They thought 
they had to use an 
emergency 


measure to stop rising living costs 
dead in their tracks, if only for a 
little while. 


Would Be Unfair 


But if that emergency freeze, 


whipped together in almost fren- 
zied haste, was permitted to stand 
unchanged, it would be unfair to 
many people: Businessmen, work- 
ers and the buying public: 


1. It would be unfair to work- 


ers who hadn't had a raise re- 
cently enough or large enough to 
keep them abreast of living costs 
or who had agreements for a raise 
when the freeze hit or were nego- 
tiating for a raise. So WSB will 
have to pry the freeze open to 
make allowances for them. It will 
be busy handling: cas^s like that 
for months and maybe years. 


2. It would be unfair to busi- 


nessmen who can show they must 
charge even higher prices
